was more or leſs bound to perform the Duties actually incumbent on him as a Tributary, becauſe 
he ſucceeded to his Zemindary under this or that particular Governor. i fo 
Tour Committee cannot avoid remarking, that the Governor General, when he drew up a Nar-

Servants of the Eaſt India Company; and they are of Opinion, that the ſuſtice of Parliamen 
ought not to delay Relief to thoſe oppreſſed and unhappy Men, by paſſing Tome preciſe and pol. 
tive Law, not only for the general Protection of their Perſons, Honours, and Eſtates, but as te 
beſt Means to recover the national Reputation for Probity, Humanity, and good Faith, anden 
prevent the Nation from being brought into further Diſrepute by a Repetition of ſuch Acts. 
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Your Committee having finiſhed their Obſervations on the Conduct of the Governor Gene 
proceed to obſerve upon the Conduct of the Council General, ſo far as relates to their Approm 
or Diſapproval of the Meaſures purſued by the Governor General againſt the Rajah of Benares. WW

On the firſt Intelligence of the War with France in July 1778, it was reſolved in Council, 
that Rajah Cheit Sing ſhould be required to contribute an extraordinary Subſidy for the Expence 
which this new Exigency had impoſed on our Government ; and the Sum was limited to Five 
Lacks of Rupees for the current Year. After many Excuſes and Proteſtations. of Inability, he at 
length conſented, with a very ill Grace, to the Payment, and with a much worſe diſcharged it. The 
next Year the ſame Demand was repeated, and he attempted in like Manner to elude it, affecting 
to borrow Money in ſmall Sums, and to ſell his Plate and Jewels, to raiſe it; nor was it paid at

Early in the following Year, about the Month of May, he deputed Lalla Saddanund, who was

it has been ſacredly confined to my own Breaſt, 
This was the Firſt direct Charge which I had to prefer againſt the Rajah, The Second was ſimilar 
in its Quality and Principle. On the 2d of the Month of November 1780, a Reſolution paſſed the Board, 
That a Letter ſhould be written to the Nabob Vizier, adviſing bim to require from the Nabob Feyx Oollu 
Cawon, the Number of Troops flipulated by Treaty, expreſſed, as it was then underſtood to be, 5,000 Horſe 
and that the lite Demand ſhould be made on Rajah Cheyt Sing, for all the Cavalry in his Pay which he could 
ſpare for our Service. At that Time we ſtood in need of every Aid that could be deviſed, to repel the multiplied 
Dangers which ſurrounded us. The Rajah was ſuppoſed to maintain a very large and expenſive Standing 
Force, and the Strength of bis Cavalry alone was eftimated at Two thouſand. had formerly experienced 
their Utility in The Wer with the Seneaſſes, in which they were ſucceſsfully employed, and liberally rewarded. 
The Demand was formally made, both in a Letter ſrom myſelf, and in Perſon by the Reſident, Mr. Fowke, 
in the eaſy and indefinite Terms mentioned above. His Anſwers were evaſive, pleading (as I recollet, for J 
am not in Poſſeſſion of them) the Scaugineſs. of the Eftabliſhment, its Employment in enforcing the Collefions, 
and the Danger of theſe failing if the Detachments were withdrawn. At length a more peremptory Order 
was ſent to him, and repeated by the preſent Refident Mr, Markham. The Number required was 2,000,

Son, Cheyt Sing, obtained, from our Influence exerted by myſelf, the Firſt legal Title that his Family vr 
poſſeſſed of Property in the Land, of which he till then was only the Anmil, and of which he became le 
acknowledged Zemindar by a Sunnud granted to him by the Nabob Sujah Dowlab, at my Inſtance, in th © 
Month of September 1773. On the Succeſſion of the Nabob Aſſof o Dowlah, the Rights of Sove- Þ 
reignty which were held by him over the Zemindarry were transferred by Treaty to the Company, 
Thoſe Rights were indiſputably his, and became, by his Alienation of them, as indiſputably the 
Company's; and every 9 of Fidelity and Obedience which is due from a Zemindar to the 
ſuperior Magiſtrate, by the Conſtitution of Hindoſtan, became as much the Right of the Company 
from Cheyt Sing, as they had been due to his former Sovereign, with the additional Ties of Grati- © 
tude for the ſuperior Advantages which he was allowed to poſſeſs with his new Relation, The un- 
exampled Lenity of our Government, in relinquiſhing to him the free and uncontrolled Rule of his 
Zemindarry, ſubject to a limited Annual Fine, and the Royalties of the Mint, Adminiſtration of © 
Juſtice, and Police, ought to have operated as an additional Claim on his Fidelity; but evident 
ſerved to ſtimulate his Ambition, and perhaps to excite in his Mind an Opinion that he poſſeſſed an * 
inherent Right of Self- dependency. | 1 
I conſidered Cheyt Sing as culpable in a very high Degree towards our State, and his Puniſhment, of which 
J had given him frequent Warnings, if he did not amend his Conduct, as an Example which Juſtice and Policy \ 
required, equally for the Reparation of the Wrongs which its Dignity had ſuſtained, and for the future Pre. 
ſervation of its Authority. I was reſolved to draw from his Guilt the Means of Relief to the Com- 
pany's Dittreſſes, and to exact a Penalty, which I was convinced he was very able to bear, from: 
Fund which I was alſo convinced he had deſtined for Purpoſes of the moſt dangerous Tendency to 
the Company's Dominion. In a Word, I had determined to make him pay largely for his Pardon, or it 
ea a ſevere Vengeance for bis paſt Delinquency. 

Thoſe who have been accuſtomed to regard Cheyt Sing as a Vaſſal or tributary Prince, may revolt at tht 
Idea of treating him with ſuch Indignity, and call it an Oppreſſion ; they will ſuppoſe nothing due from hin 
to the Company, but the Payment of his ſtipulated Tribute, and that the Pledge of bis Exemption from every 
other Claim: I ſuſpect too, that the Deeds which paſſed betwween him and the Board, on the Transfer of bis 
Zemindarry to the Company in 1775, are by many underſtood to bear the Quality and Force of a Treaty 
optional Conditions between equal States.

I wrote an 
order expreſs to Captain Blair, who commanded the Battalion from Chunar, commanding him to halt 
at a ſecure Diſtance from Ramnagur, and wait for further Orders ; and Major Popham, whom I had 
afterwards veſted with the Command in form, wrote a ſimilar Order to Captain Mayaffre, the Officer 
commanding the Reftdue'of his Detachment, with an additional Caution to avoid Hoſtilities, and 
attend to the Safety of the Whole Party, of which, being the Senior Officer, he would have the 
Command till Major Popham aſſumed it. To enſure the Succeſs of his Operations on that Side,

Orders were written, and diſpatched in multiplied Copies, to the different military Stations, for 
; Aſſiſtance; to the Reſident of the Vizier's Court, for a Supply of Treaſure; and to Lieutenant Colonel 
öplair, for an inſtant Reinforcement. The Detail of theſe Orders will be found in the Appendix: 
very few reached their Deſtination, the Communication with every Quarter being intercepted, and 
all the Country in Arms againſt us; and our Emiffaries, unufed to this dangerous Service, either 
made Priſoners, or not daring to execute it, and ſecreting their Diſpatches, Two of my Letters 
reached Colonel Blair, who ordered Captain M Dougal, with the 2d Battalion of the 6th Regiment, 
to march on the next Day, which was the 21ſt, to Benares. I now paſſed an Interval, like that of a 
dead Calm preceding a violent Storm, and fravght with all the Symptoms of its certain Approach. 
© Succeſſive Notices were brought to me by various Channels, of Preparations making at Ramnagur 
for an Aſſault on my Quarters, which ſtood in the Midſt of the Suburbs of Benares, and conſiſted of 
many detached Buildings within one large Encloſure, ſurrounded by Houſes and Trees, which in- 
© tercepted every other Proſpect. The whole Force which I had left, amounted to about 450 Men. 
The Report of an intended Aſſault, which was fixed for that Night, grew ſtronger as the Day ad- 
. vanced; the Boats on the other Side of the River were ſaid to be in Motion; and, beſides the moral 
Certainty of the real Exiſtence of ſuch a Deſign, the obvious Advantages which it preſented to the

Our Loſs in this Action was very great; we had 48 Men killed, and 85 wounded : That of 
the Enemy was unknown, but muſt have been conſiderable.

It had been intended to begin our Operations with the Attack of Ramnagur, partly becauſe it 


had been the Scene of our firſt Diſgrace, and principally becauſe the Repoſſeſſion of the Capital,

Public, and be deemed equivalent, in the diſtant Reports of it, to the complete Recovery of our 
Authority over the Country, as the Exiſtence of a fugitive Chief in the Wilds and Mountains 
would be little regarded, when he was expelled from the Capital of his Government and the Sear 
of his Collections.

In the mean Time a Man, named Bundoo Cawn, a Native and Inhabitant of the Town of Chunar, 
gave Information, that as the Rajah's Force was principally collected at Lutteefpoor and Pateeta, 
and was daily accumulating, it would become exceedingly difficult to diſlodge him, if he was 
allowed to gain too great Strength there by a Proceſs of detailed and conſecutive Operations; that 
the Approaches both to Pateeta and Lutteefpoor were ſtrongly guarded, and eſpecially thoſe of 
Lutteefpoor, which he deſcribed as unaſſailable, but with a great and certain Loſs, on this Side, the 
only Road to it lying through Pateeta; and even if carried, untenable from the Strength of the 
Paſs behind it, of which the Enemy would keep Poſſeſſion in Defiance of all our Efforts, and 
againſt any Superiority of Numbers. This Paſs takes its Name from the adjacent Viilage of Suck- 
root.

A. 04 / - . The Town of Benares has long been deficient in all thoſe Regulations, which in populous Places 8 
7 | are neceſſary for the Preſervation of Peace and good Order, and the Protection of the Property any © 
Perſons of the Inhabitants. Whilſt, however, the Sovereignty over it was retained by the Soubah i 
Owde, ſome Appearance of public Juſtice was ſtill preſerved, and the Awe of a deſpotic Prince pro. © 
duced Reſtraints on the Minds and Actions of Individuals, which bore a Reſemblance, however fant, 
to the Effects of more regular and perfect Inſtructions. But theſe Reſtraints ceaſed with the Caue 
which produced them. By the Treaty made by the Nabob Aſoph ul Dowlah, on the 2 1ſt May 17 
the Sovereignty of Benares was ceded to the Company, and ſoon after the Cootwallee, or Superin. © 
tendence of Police, was formally made over by us to the late Rajah. From this Period the Ap. © 
pearance of public Juſtice was gradually effaced, till at laſt, without any Syſtem of Police, ay | 
Courts of Judicature, or any Awe of the ſovereign Power, the Inhabitants of Benares wer: | 
guilty of Enormities and Crimes which reflected the greateſt Diſgrace on the Government to which 
they were ſubject. The Relations and Dependants of the Rajah, or the Merchants whoſe Cre. 
dit was uſcful in the Payment of his Revenue, might violate the Rights of their Fellow Citizen; 
with Impunity ; and the ſacred Character of a Bramin, or the high Rank of the Offender, Þ 
were Conſiderations which ſtamped a Pardon on the moſt flagitious Crimes. ; 
Such was the State in which I found the civil Government of the Town when I arrived at Benares, 
All Ranks of People joined in their Repreſentations of the Neceſſity of a Reformation; and this 
appeared the more neceſſary from a Conſideration of the Circumſtances which are peculiar to Benares, 
Its Temples are held in particular Veneration by the Profeſſors of the Hindoo Religion, who flock to 
it on occaſional Pilgrimages from the moſt remote Parts of Hindoſtan, and many who have acquirc! 
independant Fortunes retire to cloſe their Days in a Place fo eminently eſteemed for its Sancti. 
It may therefore rather be conſidered as the Seat of the Hindoo Religion, than the Capital of a Pro- 
vince, But its Inhabitants are not compoſed of Hindoos only; the former Wealth which flowed 
into it from the Offerings of Pilgrims, as well as from the Tranſactions of Exchange, for which its 
central Situation is peculiarly adapted, has alſo attracted Numbers of Mahomedans, who ſtill con- 
tinue to reſide in it with their Families. Amongſt ſuch a Mixture of Perſons, moſtly without En- 
ployment, of different Countries, and of different Sorts and Religions, it is obvious that every Defect 
of Civil Government muſt be productive of more than ordinary Evils; and theſe Evils are propagated 
in all Quarters of India, to the Diſcredit of our Government, and to the Hindrance and Diſcourage- 
ment of thoſe who, under more favourable Circumſtances, might wiſh to repair with their Wealth I

For theſe Reaſons, after my Return from Chunar, when I began to ſettle the Affairs of this Pro- 
vince, the Reformation of the Civil Government of the Town of Benares was one of the firſt Objects 
to which I thought it neceſſary to turn my Attention. The Plan which I have formed is now ſubmitted 
tao your Conſideration, You will obſerve, that I have eſtabliſhed Three diſtin& Departments, for the 
22 Police, and the Civil and Criminal Juriſdiction; and I have put the Whole under the Regulation 
and Controul of One Chief Magiſtrate, who is to be ſubject to the immediate Orders of the Board, 
It was at firſt my Intention to have included alſo under his Authority, the Collection of the Reve- 
nues and Cuſtoms of the Town; but I found that this would give great Diſcontent to the res 
Rajah, and might perhaps hurt his Influence in the Management of the Revenues of the reſt of 
the Province; I have therefore left it out; at the ſame Time I am ſenſible, that it is a Defec wich

Having already delegated to you by a formal Commiſſion, the full Powers and Authority veſted 
in me by the Governor General and Council, for the Purpoſe of negociating and finally concluding 
a Treaty of Peace and Alliance between the Company and the Maratta State, and repoſing the 
firmeſt Reliance on your Abilities and Integrity, I recommend to your attentive Conſideration and 
Obſervance the following Iiſtruftions, for the eaſier and more effectual Attainment of the great Ob- 
ject of your Deputation, and other Purpoſes dependant upon or connected with it. | 

The Peace lately concluded between our Government and Mahdajee Scindia, opens a fair Proſ- 
pe& for the Succeſs of your Miſſion, by the Offer which that Chief has made to interpoſe his 
friendly Offices at Poona tor an equitable Accommodation, The great Credit and Influence which 
Scindia poſſeſſes in the Maratta State, leaves no Room for Apprehenſion that his Endeavours will 
prove ineffectual, if he exerts them fincerely and heattily, 

It is therefore with a View to diſpoſe him more ſtrongly to our Intereſts, that I deſire you to-repair 
to him, to give him the ſtrongeſt Aſſurance of my perſonal Eſteem and Friendſhip, and of my Deſire 
to cultivate and improve the Connection which has lately been formed between us. The moſt 
effectual Means of accompliſhing theſe Purpoſes, would be a perſonal Interview between Scindia 
and myſelf; and I defire that you will endeavour to draw from him his Sentiments concerning it 
and adviſe it, if you find him diſpoſed to it, but do not abruptly or formally demand it. Should 
he be equally inclined to meet me, you may propoſe Allahabad or Cawnpore, as the Rendezvous 
but if neither of thoſe Places ſhould ſuit his Convenience, I will go to Etawa, or any other Place 
on the Banks of the Jumna, that you may judge my Time will admit of.

pected to have arrived by the firſt Appearance of Day Light, but was retarded in my March by 
the Badneſs of the Gun Bullocks and Drivers. The Enemy were firſt alarmed by ſome Firing on 
thc Weſt Side of Chunar ; nearly at the ſame Time they muſt have received Information of my 
March and Intentions; for 1 found them regularly drawn up on an extenſive Plain, more than a 
Mile to the Eaſtward of their former Station, in Numbers about Four thouſand, including Four 
= hundred Cavalry tolerably well mounted; and Six Pieces of Ordnance. They commenced the 
WE Cannonade about Five o'Clock in the Morning; diſtant about Three Quarters of a Mile. J conti- 
W nucd to advance, and ſo ſoon as our Round Shot would take Effect, I fired upon the Line, and 
continued doing both; their Infantry and Arrtillety firing very ſmartly, and their Cavalry hovering 
round us, which was deterred from charging our Line by a Shot from our Guns now and then. 
he Fire of our Artillery and Sepoys, which was very quick, obliged their Infantry to fall back. To 
get Poſſeſſion of their Guns, was indiſpenſably neceffary at this critical Moment, Convinced of it, 
ordered the Whole of the Grenadiers to advance for that Purpoſe ; which they did with ſuch Impe- 
tuoſity as overcame all Oppoſition ; and ſeized Two Guns, which were immediately turned upon 


the Enemy. The Grenadiers were led on by Lieutenants Fallow, Birrell, and Murray: I muſt 


beg Leave to mention them in the warmeſt Manner, for their gallant, ſteady Conduct. The Enemy 
* 4 began to give way in every Part: Immediately after a very ſmart Fire from all the Guns and Line 
compleated our Succeſs, About Six, or a little after, the Enemy obſerved no Regularity, every 
Man appeared to be guided by his own Fears, and ran away to the Town and Fort of Petitaw, 
* which was in the Rear of their left Flank. Another Gun was abont this Time taken, by a Party 
which 1 detached for that Purpoſe. In another Part One of the Enemy's Standards was taken,

Major Crabb took Poſſeſſion, the Place being totally deſerted,

Service. I this Inſtant. receive an authentic Confirmation of the above Intelligence from Major 
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Camp at Lutteefpore, 21ſt September 1781, at Night.

My dear Colonel, ; 
It is with much Satisfaction that I now. give you an Account of our Arrival at Lutteefpoor, after 
a moſt fatiguing March as ever Troops experienced, over Hills, Rocks, Rivers, and through Jungles. 


I was Yeſterday in Major Popham's 
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It does much Credit to the Abilities and Knowledge of Bundee Cawn, his being able to conduct us 


by ſuch a Road without loſing our Way. The only Circumſtance is, that he has been deceived in 
the Length of the Coſſes, each of which are at leaſt 4 Miles. We Yeſterday were gppoſed at Lora 
s, ſomething; leſs than 2, O00 in Number, and Three Pieces 
Their Guns, Tumbrils, and Ammunition, for want of 
Means to bring with us, was deſtroyed. One ſmall Gun and Limber we have now with us. The 
Quantity of Ammunition: found in Lutteefpore is conſiderable. The Place, in conſequence of our 
Succeſs Yeſterday; was evacuated by the Rajah in the Evening. The People who did not attend him 
remained only to plunder his Houſe, which they haye done, and deſtroyed hat was valuable, and of 
no Uſe to them. I da not believe there was one Man in the Fort when Major Crabb marched id. 
The Intention of our March, in the main Point, has, I hope, anſwered the Governor's Expecta- 
tion the expelling the Rajah from a Place of Strength, and preventing his taking Poſſeſſion of the 
Ghauts leading to Bidzigur. Under his preſent Alarm, it appears to me, that if Meafures, are ſpee- 
dtily taken to inveſt that Place, little Reſiſtance will be made. I was, during the whole March, under 
much Concern for the Succeſs of the Expedition, as I conſidered myſelf partly anſwerable for the 
onſequences, though I had not the Command; and I ſhall be much pleaſed to find it has met with 

the Approbation of the Governor, Who, I hope, will do. me the Juſtice: to believe I have don 
in my Power to forward the Expedition. I have to requeſt you will mention Bundee Cawn to the 
Governor. I am much fatigued, and have hurt my Foot a good deal by walking, otherwiſe in pers 
tect Health, I will refer you to Bundee Cawn for the Particulars of our Expedition, till I have the 
Pleaſure of ſeeing you. I beg my beſt Reſpects and beſt Wiſhes may be made to Mrs. Blair.

Marched by the Right; 2 Guns in Front of the Body Guard, One in Front of 
is 25 * One Gun * f 1 in the Center, One Gun in the Rear of it, One Gun 
in the Rear of the iſt Battalion 6th Regiment. The Enemy were drawn up on a Piece of Ground 
free from Jungle, but divided by ſome Ditches ; the Cannonade commenced on their Side; the De- 
tachment formed in their Front in the ſame Order as they marched ; the Guns, as they came up, re- 
turned the Fire. Soon after the Whole was formed, we advanced on the Enemy, who fired ſmartly 
from their Guns and ſmall Arms, till the Line was within Twenty or Thirty Paces of their Guns, 
when they ran away; their Guns were immediately taken; Three Companies of the Rajah's Sepoys, 
and ſome Matchlock Men, retreated behind a Tank oppoſite the Center of Captain Blair's Battalion, 
who opened and marched round two Sides of it, and gave their Fire, which did great Execution, and 
totally diſperſed the Enemy, who no longer made any Stand, but run as faſt as poſſible : The Troops 
purſued the Enemy ſome Way: Halted to colle& the Dead and Wounded ; the latter were provided 
with Palankeens, Dooleys, &c. when we marched on to Suckroot, about One and Half Miles from the 
Field of Battle, and encamped for the Day. The Rajah's Troops were commanded by Myar, the 
Commandant of his Sepoys, and Surpurrunt Sing: The former rode to Lutteefpore in great Haſte, 
threw himſelf at his Maſter's Feet, and entreated him to make his Eſcape immediately; that a very 
large Force, with Artillery, was cloſe in his Rear, and would inevitably take him alive. He at the 
ſame Time accuſed the Rajah of having deceived him, or being ſo himſelf, reſpecting the Engliſh 
Force which he went againſt. It appears the Rajah's People had no certain Information of the Deſti- 
nation of the Detachment prior to its Arrival at Honaddie, or of its Strength till the Engagement 
commenced. Their Hircarrahs ſeeing the advanced Guard followed by Two Guns, concluded it was 
the whole Force, and the Followers of the Camp were taken for ſome of Coſſaun Sing's People, 
whoſe Head the Rajah had ordered to be brought to him, and the others to be killed and left, as if 


of no Conſequence. The Rajah received the melancholy Account of the Defeat of his Troops before 
Noon, and evacuated the Fort before Three. He was followed by Numbers; ſome continued all 
Night to plunder, and left the Place the next Morning. 


21 September. Major Crabb marched with his Regiment, 3 Guns, and the Howitz, at 4 
o'Clock ; at 6 o'Clock Captain Blair's Battalion, Lieutenant Polhill's Cor 


: ** with the remaining 
Guns, Tumbrils, &c. followed; the Road good till we came to Tarrepatell, where there are large 


Stones and broken Ground, from thence the Road very good through Trees, till we came to Sup- 
dur Ghaut, which, from the Slope and large Stones, is exceedingly difficult for Guns to paſs; came 
to a ſmall Village of about 10 Huts; croſſed the Gurriah Nudda; no Water in it; the Road to the 
Fort through Bamboos and other thick Jungles ; arrived at Lutteefpore, the Gate being open and 
the Place evacuated ; Major Crabb took Poſſeſſion of it about 10 o Clock, the Remainder of the De- 
tachment arrived ſoon after ; when Two of our Guns were brought into the Fort, 
taken out of the Rajah's Magazine, a royal Salute was fired, and the Union Flag hoiſted on the 
higheſt Part of the Works. Three Guns were found on the Hill which overlooks the Fort, and had 
been placed there to prevent an Enemy from poſſeſſing themſelves of a Spot which gives them every 
Advantage over the Fort, which is commanded from it. Several Pieces of Ordnance, and a very cons 
ſiderable Quantity of Powder and Ammunition ready made up, were found in the Place. |

It is with reflective Satisfaction I acquaint you that our Endeavours to reduce this Place, and dif 
perſe the Army of the Rajah Cheyt Sing, have been attended with complete Succeſs. f 
My Intention was to have aſſaulted the Town, on my Arrival before it the 16th Inſtant; but! 
had certain Intelligence that a conſiderable Body of the Enemy, with ſome Cannon, were within dhe 
Place, ſtrongly inttenched. I judged it proper to encamp till I could gai Proper Information of tj, 
Strength of the Works, more eſpecially as great Part of the Artillery and One Regiment were fn 
in the Rear, and not likely to reach me till late in the Day. About Two Hours after the Camp Was 
pitched, the Enemy began a Cannonade from the Town, which obliged us to file off to the 
out of the Range of their Shot: This done, we received no futther Moleſtation during the Day, 
In the Courſe of the Night I meditated an Attack with the whole Line on their Works; but my Hir. 
carrachs brought Accounts that the Town was defended by a deep Trench and high Parapet, flanked 
with Towers, on which there were Guns mounted, and the Jungle behind very thick, with a Number 
of Troops; which obliged me to lay aſide hazarding fuch an N till better acquainted 
with the Place. I now gave Orders for a Battery, and Major Gardiner fixed on a Spot about:

could not deem the Puniſhment already inflicted on them (although the moſt in your Power) by any 
Means adequate to their Crimes.

Some Time ago, when I had the Honour of mentioning this Subject, and acquainting you with the 
Hopes I had of obtaining the original Letters from thele Men to the Rajah Futty Saw, you was

to the Tranquillity of the Town, which ſeemed to require the immediate Appearance of lome Perſon 
on the Part of Government. The Inhabitants of this Place are returning faſt, and the Rare 
acquaints me, that the People whoſe Names I trouble you with in the encloſed Lift, have all fe; - 
Offers to her of coming in immediately, and ſhe requeſts me to beg you will be pleaſed to let her 
know whom you would chuſe her to receive, as ſhe will not venture to give any of them Aſſurances 
of her Protection without your previous Approbation.

mands on this Head, and will now only take the Liberty of adding, that I think the People in 
9 ſeem to be ſenſible of their Error, and that the Tranquillity of the Country may ſoon be 
reſtored.

Tranſlation from the Perſian, of a Proclamation iſſued by the Governor General 
September 25th 1781. 


Be it known to the Zemindars, Aumils, Ryots, and all the Inhabitants of the Zemindarry of Be- 
nares, &c. That whereas Rajah Cheyt Sing, by many Acts of Rebellion and Perfidy, and the Mut. 
der of a Number of Engliſh Officers, Sepoys, and Dependants on the Government of the Company, 
who were unarmed, has totally forfeited his Right to the Zemindary of Benares, &c. and become 
amenable to the Juſtice of the Company ; it is therefore made known and proclaimed, that Cheyt Sing, 
and his Brother Sujan Sing, and their Dependants, have, from this Period, no further Right or Intereit 
in the Zemindary of the ſaid Provinces; and all the Zemindars and Ryots are required to withhold 


their Obedience and Submiſſion from him, otherwiſe they will be puniſhed accordingly.—And' 
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whereas, by the Sedition of Cheyt Sing, this Country has fallen into Confuſion and Alarms, Aſlu- 
rances of Protection are hereby given to the Zemindars, and other Inhabitants of this Country; and 
they are hereby invited to repair to their former Places of Reſidence, and reſume their Occupation 
in perfect Security: And, leſt any ſhould entertain Apprehenſions on account of their Miſdemeano",, 
it is declared, 'that the paſt Offences of all the Inhabitants of this Country, who ſhall conform to this 
Order, are pardoned : And further, every Zemindar and Aumil who ſhall, within the Space of 
One Month, repair to the Preſence of the Governor General, or Major William Popham, Com-

DF Camp Huſſeypoor, 18th October 1781. 
ear Sir, e 
I have been favoured with your's of the 16th. By this, Chupra muſt be relieved from their Fears 


of Futty Saw, who I now find has got a moſt compleat Drubbing, and had a very narrow Eſcape 
himſelf; for, contrary to Cuſtom, he was in his Trenches, Þut walked off on ſeeing us advance ſo 
firmly. When he arrived on the Banks of the Jerry, he mounted a favourite Horſe, which was 
alarmed at the Fire, and had nearly thrown his Maſter into the River, who was obliged to diſmount, 
and get upon an Elephant, and had juſt got clear, with about Twenty or Thirty Favourites, when 
my Grenadiers and ſome of Dergoo Sing's People arrived at the River, whoſe Depth or Rapidity did 
not prevent their following immediately ; and had they known the ſhort Diſtance the Raja had got 
in proper Time, tis more than probable he would have fallen into our Hands. His Loſs in killed 
and wounded, from every Account, ſeems to be nearly 300. Moſt of his principal Men fell in the 
Trenches; Sittabarie, and a Commandant formerly in the Nedjeeb Battalion, ſaid to be ſent here by 
Cheit Sing, and his Colours taken, beſides ſeveral others whoſe Names I do not recolle&, From 
the Numbers of Matchlocks, Tulwars, &c. &c. picked up by our Followers in the Jungles in 
and about the River (which is confirmed by ſome Faquers who ſtood on the Banks) many of them 
mult have periſhed therein, as it was barely fordable in a particular Spot, and very rapid. It i 
ſuppoſed he had 3,000 Men in the Trenches, and that he has not been able yer to collect 300; 
ſo that his Overthrow muſt, I hope, now be compleated. The Lines we attacked muſt not be 
deemed common temporary Intrenchments ; rhe Rampart at the Baſtion was about 14 Feet high on 
the Outſide z and 'tis very evident the Whole was intended as a Fort, which in a little Time would 
have proved very troubleſome, His Headmen often urged a Night Attack, which we expected tor 
ſome Time, and have not been able to ſtrip ſince we left Sewan; ſo that it became abſolutely ne- 
ceſſary to diſturb this troubleſome Neighbour, which I had determined ſhould take place on the 
Arrival of the Gun. Encloſed is a ſmall Sketch; I had proceeded with my Battalion to d. d. 
where we received a ſevere Fire, which neither the Gun nor Platoons could ſlacken: Here I vw 
joined by the Aumil, who pointed out the Ford. I formed the Plan of attacking the Baſtion with 
the Gun and Dirgoe Sing, while Captain Bruce advanced with his Battalion through the Jungle; ſo 
that the Trenches were ſtormed at each End with equal Succeſs, and at the ſame Inſtant. Povert) 
ſeemed to reign amongſt them, I ſaw nothing but a few temporary Huts ; and nothing worth 
mentioning has been picked up. |

Tranſlation of a Letter found in Lutteefpoor, 6th October, and forwarded to the Governor 
General by Captain Thomas Blair. | 15 
On the Tueſday after my Arrival at Benares from Buxar, I went to Sewala Gaut, with a View of 
repreſenting to you ſeveral Circumſtances, which I had learned concerning the 0 oſite Party; but as 
they had got in before me, I was deprived of an Opportunity of ſeeing you. I was preſent at the 
Place where your Friends and People were ſitting, and where they aſſembled together; and when you 
went with the Boat, notwithſtanding it was my earneſt Deſire to have accompanied you, yet I had 
no Opportunity of doing it. The enſuing Day, the Paſſage of Boats to and fro was entirely obſtruct- 
ed, and I was afraid to ſend you Intelligence from this Place, leſt the Letter ſhould have fallen into 
the Hands of the Enemy. They remained afterwards Four Days at this Place with a few Men, and 
if you had then attempted to retaliate on them, you would certainly have taken Two Pigeons in 
One Trap; but as all your Actions are accompanied with good Fortune, there is no Doubt but the 
Enemy will ſoon be overcome, For Two Days the Hircarrahs of the oppoſite Party came to my 
Houſe to make Enquiries; but, by the Bleſſing of God, no ill Conſequence enſued. Now that you 
have taken this heavy Burthen upon yourſelf, you muſt truſt entirely upon God, and ſhew, on all Oc- 
caſions, the utmoſt Fortitude. The Alliance of ſeveral Chiefs, at a Time like this, is very neceſſary, 
and may be eaſily accompliſhed; yet you muſt avoid forming any Connection with a Chief of ſuch a Con- 
ſequence, as may afterwards himſelt attempt an Interference in your Affairs. Whatever Orders you 
give, muſt procced from your own Deliberation. I am at preſent perfectly idle here, and am very ſoli- 
citous of an Interview with you, that I may in Perſon communicate to you my Opinion on ſeveral 
Points which have occurred to me. By a Letter from Bulwunt-Row, I underſtand that you wiſh me 
x to inform myſelf concerning the Arrival of Hyder Beg, and to write you on the Subject. 
| A I will aſſuredly make every neceſſary Enquiry, both about Hyder Beg and the Nabob Aſoph ul 
FF Dowlah, and communicate to you the Reſult. I have already ſent confidential Perſons to both, and 
whatever I may in Conſequence learn, ſhall be communicated to you hereafter. Meanwhile, the 
Matter is briefly this: You muſt never entertain Hopes of the. Attachment of Hyder Beg ; his 
whole Strength and Power depend upon the oppoſite Party ; yet it is proper that you ſhould attempt 
to conciliate the Favour of_the Vizier, by telling him, that you are deſirous of repreſenting ſeveral 
Circumſtances to him; that you wiſh to perſuade him to detach himſelf from the oppoſite Party, and 
to reſume his former Authority over you. Without knowing your Sentiments on this Subject, it is not 
in my Power to act ſo of myſelf. | | 
It is however at all Events adviſable, that if the Vizier ſhould entirely embrace the other Party, 
you ſhould nevertheleſs wait upon him perſonally, and repreſent to him whatever you may deem ad- 
viable, I beg you will believe me to be in every Reſpect firmly attached to you. Major Hannay 
with One Battalion has left Goorackpoor, and Letters have been ſent to Cawnpoor for Troops from 
thence; you ſhould therefore retaliate on them as ſoon as poſſible, If Hyder Beg, without your Con- 
ſent, ſhould attempt to join the oppoſite Party, it is proper you ſhould ſtation a ſuitable Force on 
this Side of the Fort of Chunar, to prevent his croſſing the River.

You may be aſſured, that nothing ſhall 
be wanting on my Part to protect and encourage them. The Aumils of Lutteefpoor and Patten 
ſhall have every Aſſiſtance from me which I can poſſibly give them. In the Jungles a little Diſtance 
from this, I have diſcovered a ſmall fortified Place, in which, it appears to me, the Europeans vere

whoſe Situation, from his Letter to me and Mr. Middleton, were beyond Deſcription, and whit 
authorized the March immediately neceſſary, He was ſtationed at Sakrooa, about 30 Coſ fy 
Lucknow; and to get to him I had Four unfordable Rivers or Nullas to croſs, and all the Coy 


almoſt between the Gumpty and 12 had moſtly revolted, and were aſſembled in a very cn. 
ſiderable Body, headed by many of the diſaffected Rajahs, which 1 had to remove before I con, 
bly attempt to croſs the Gogra; in all of which I was ſucceſsful, and relieved Lieu; 
colonel Hannay the 6th in the Morning. The Rebels who had occaſioned ſuch Commotions in thy 
Country, and had occafioned him calfing for Aſſiſtance, were then aſſembled at Bopaul Gaut, 
the Banks of the Secra Nulla, which I was informed was fordable; and that they were determing 
to maintain their Ground. I halted a Day, and got an Addition of Two 6 Pounders and Tw 
hundred of the di ſaffected Horſe. I marched, and found chem poſted as deſcribed, acroſs the Null, 
with Two Guns well ftationed for their Defence, which they had taken ſomewhere or other, | 
this Situation, I advanced the Grenadier Companies with Four Guns immediately to the Banks d 
the Nulla, with an Intention to have ordered the Grenadiers and Two Guns over; but I found th 
Intelligence which L had received, of its being fordable, premature, and it might have been attends 
with that Conſequence that I might have fuffered'exceedingly. This was an Accident which I cou 
not foreſee, and which took me near Half an Hour to rectify, in finding out a Place where ther 
was the leaſt Probability of fording, and at this Place the talleſt Men could only get through, | 
then ordered the Grenadiers and Two Guns down to the Ford, having previoufly provided lay 
and thick. Ropes to enable me to drag the Guns through any Nullah where I might not meet vid 
Boats, while the other Two Guns covered their Croſſing. This obliged the Whole to give wy, 
leaving their Guns and Two Tumbrils, and near 100 ſhorted Cartridges, &c. &c.; from the fi 
of my Arrival at the Gaut, until they gave way, was near an Hour. I had only Two Ma 
killed and Four wounded ; of the Enemy, I found on the Spot between 60 and 570 killed, ad 
many more lay ſcattered about at a Diſtance, which they had endeavoured to carry off; the get 
Part of their Wounded. were likewiſe moved away, owing to the Difficulty and Delay I met with 
croſſing the Nulla. They are a Set of the moſt obſtinate People I ever met with; for ſuch of tt 
Wounded as were not taken away, refuſed Aſſiſtance, which I offered them.

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TRANSLATION of the Depoſition of Jeween Raum, Monſhee in the Service of the 
late Lieutenant Stalker.—The Deponent ſworn before Chief Juſtice Sir Elijah Impey, De- 


cember 2d 1781. 


After the Arrival of Mr. Markham at Sewalli, I went in and paid my Reſpects to my Maſter ; 
who aſked me, if I knew whether Mr. Markham would come there or not? I replied, It was 
reported ſo, but that it depended on his Inclinations. Mr. Stalker then told me, I might go, 
but afterwards ordered me to ſtay. I continued there, and ſaw Bauboo Dirjbeja Sing fitting 
with the Rajah in the center Apartment, and Suddaunund Bukhſhee and others whiſpering to the 
Raja. Shortly after, News was brought to the Three Gentlemen fitting in the adjoining. Room, 
that there were Diſputes without. Mr. Stalker went without the Jauli (or Firſt Wall) and aſked 


the Subadar, Biſhun Sing, why he had ordered the Bayonets to be fixed? The Subadar replied, 
That Numbers of the Rajah's armed Servants had come in, and that they paid no Regard to the 


Company's Orders. After which, Mr. Stalker advanced further out, and aſked of the younger 
Mouluvvi and me, who amongſt thoſe People was the Chief? I anſwered Bauboo Munear 


Sing. Mr. Stalker ſent for Munneair Sing, and Rrongey injoined him to appeaſe his People, 


and enquire, why they attempted to diſpute and fight with his Sepoys. Munneaur Sing replied, 
What Power have they, that any one of them ſhould preſume to fight? We Two, Father and 
Son, are deſirous to go to the Rajah. Mr. Stalker anſwered, Very well, but you muſt ſtay here 
between your People and mine, that they may not come to Blows. After that, a Letter arrived 
from the Governor to the Rajah, which, Mr. Stalker, having quieted and ſoothed the People, 
8 to him: The Rajah then got up, and went out of the Barradurri to the adjacent 

aſtion, to perform his Devotions. 

At this Time Information was brought to Mr. Stalker, that the Rajah's People oppoſed and 
refuſed Admittance to another Company of Sepoys who had brought Proviſions, a Table, &c. 


for > Gentlemen. Mr. Stalker again went out, and calling to Suddaunund Bukhſhee, aſked 


the. Cauſe of this Oppoſition ; and told him to ſend Directions (to the Rajah's People.) Suddanund 
ſaid, He would go himſelf. Mr. Stalker replied, “No, ſend One of your Servants.” While 
the Man was going out to ſilence the People, Mr. Stalker returned within the Jauli, Dirjbeja 
Sing was gone from thence no one knew whither, Chate Raum, Mr. Markham's Chobdar, in- 
formed Mr. Stalker, that he had a Meſſage to deliver to the Rajah from the Governor General. 
Mr. Stalker ſaid, „Deliver it.” He, the Chobedar, ſaid, “At the Place where the Rajah was at his 
Devotions, the Governor ſays your People want to quarrel and fight; it will be better if 
you forbid them, for every Sepoy is as an European, and every European is as a (or the).

It a from the Letter of Raum Sing Jemmadaur, ſtationed at Mutcholi, that the Rz 
Achate Mull, the Rajah Futteh Shahi, and Kihnon Raie, had engaged themſelves to each = 
by Oath, to croſs the Rivers Ghogra and Surjoo, for as much as they had received a Letter f 
the Rajah Cheit Sing, and the Sum of Fifteen thouſand Rupees, to cut off the Engliſh How 
Diſtrict of Surwar, and drive them out ; and Letters have arrived from Futteh Shaahi, to all the 
Zemindars, great and ſmall, to withhold the Collections, and not to pay a fingle Daum to 4, 
Engliſh ; pot. the ſaid Futteh Shaahi ſent near Two hundred Men, with Marchlocks Into the 
Jungul of Burragong, and near to Kunkooa. After Three Days, the Three Rajahs crogeq tie 
River, and encamped in the, Jungul ; and it was reported from all Quarters, that the Zemindat 
had ſhut up all the Ghauts on the Rivers, and ſunk all the Boats; and I wrote an Account of 
theſe Things to Major Macdonald and Captain Williams, and told them that there were gren 
Diſturbances in the Country, and that there were Reports alſo that the Rajahs would crog the 
River; and I wrote theſe Things to Major Macdonald, that he might inform the Colonel 
the Road to Benares was ſhut up, for fear the Captain ſhould march from that Quarter onal 
Benares ; it was alſo reported among the People, that Three Gentlemen had been killed at Be 
nares. After ſome Days the Captain arrived at Kunkooa, and after a Halt of Three Da 
gave Orders for marching, and directed all the Sepoys to get ready, and about Nine o'Clack i 
the Morning on the Sixth of September, he marched, and came to the Bank of the River Kh. 
Khi ; it then rained exceſſively, When we arrived at the Khaukhi, the Captain ordered the Trogy 
to be croſſed over the River; agreeably to Orders, I croſſed them over. When, after a Thay. 
ſand Diſtreſſes, we had croſſed the River, the Captain ſaid that there were many Rivers in the 
Road, and no Boats on any of them; that the Ghauts were ſhut up, and no Grain to be procure 
on the March for the People; how then would it be poſſible to paſs the Guns and Troops through 
ſuch a Country? It would be better, he ſaid, to go to Benares by the Way of Buxar ; therefore ye 
again croſſed the River Khaukhi, and encamped after marching Half a Croſs from it. He (then) 
gave Orders for marching towards Khunkooa. Moving from the Khauki the Captain with the 
Troops arrived at Khunkooa ; he then told all the Subadars and Jummadars, that the Raj 
Futteh Shahi, with his Force, was poſted on the Road, and that it was neceflary to attack and 
drive him from thence; that he would halt a few Days at Nuddi'Kaunoon, and then march v- 
wards Benares. It was known that the Sepoys of the Battalion had ſaid; Let them give us ou 
« Pay, and wherever they go, we will go with them” to which the Subadars replied, „ they 
ce might take it wherever they found it.” The ſaid Subadars neither confined thoſe Sepoys, nor 
informed me of the Circumſtance. I received the Information from Cheint Sing Jummadar, The 
Subadar of Grenadiers ſtationed a Sepoy behind his Hakerie, and told him, he might either pro- 


te& and convey it to his (the Subadar's) Houſe, or he might leave it to be plundered by the 


Country People. The Sepoy told him to ſet his Mind at reſt, for that he would convey it fk 
to his Dwelling. At Night, after Twelve o'Clock, I made my Report to the Captain, who 
ordered me to go with Buckhtawur Sing, Subadar to the Sepoys, to-ſatisfy and explain to them, 
that he would give them their Pay when they arrived at Burragong.

I had confined under my Guard in the Fort of Goruckpour, One hundred and Fifteen Burgo- 
mauls, Inhabitants of Surwaur. - On the 15th of Rummuzaun; the Rajah of Goruckpore, the Ze- 
mindars of Oulooleh, Beehouli, &c. &c. great and ſmall, likewiſe all the Inhabitants o 
Goruckpour, with Six thouſand Matchlocks, and great Numbers of Country People; armed with 
Clubs, at Four Ghurries of the Night ſurrounded, the Fort, and made an Attack by Surprize; 
but the Sepoys on Guard at the Baſtions were awake; they began to fire, and an Action imme- 
diately followed. Seeing that the Country People wete in great Numbers, I went to each of the 
Baſtions, and encouraged the Sepoys, and called them to me into the Body of .the Place, 
and formed them together. I left a Havuldar and Ten Sepoys at the Rung Mahul, to protect 
the Baggage; but it was Night Time; the Country People made an Aſſault with Ladders, and 
entered the Fort, and both Parties fought reſolutely. At this Time they placed Ladders againſt 
the Inner Fort, towards the South, and entered upon the Baſtion: I ſeized an advantageous Op- 
- portunity (attacked) and killed Seventeen of the Enemy on the Baſtion, and wounded ſeveral 
others. About Half after Ten at Night they made an Attack on the Weſtern Baſtion : As there 
was a Straw Chupper on that Baſtion, I took Shelter under it, and threw down, with all my Force, 
a Part of the Brick Battlement on the Enemy, by which Four of them were killed; One other fell 
by a Muſquet Ball; and they retreated, A Third Time, about Three o'Clock in the Morning, 
the Country People raiſed a great Shout, and attacked us again: I was then engaged on the Inner 


Fort Baſtion : Seubunſe Havuldar was poſted, with Twelve Sepoys, to guard the) Burgomauls ; 


they ruſhed upon him in a Body, and Seubunſe called out to me, with a loud Voice, that the Bur- 
gomauls had attacked him: I gave him Orders to put them all to the Sword; he inſtantly ſtruck 
off the Heads of Eighteen Burgomauls, and threw them out, and he wounded ſeveral others. The 
Morning now broke, and I entertained a Hope that the Enemy would fly, and that the People of 
the Town would certainly join me; but the Country People, the Foujdar, &c. were all united 
with the Rajah; they lifted up their Arms, and ſaid, The... .. ... of the Nabob Saadut Alli 
Khaun, and the Begum, have ſpread through the whole Country ; for the Rajah Cheit Sing has 
deſtroyed all the Engliſh, and Letters have come to the Rajahs to put the Dependants of the 
Engliſh to the Sword, wherever * may be found; and he ſaid, Where will they go ? 
the Country is mine; I am a Bhonear Rajah, how long will they (be able to) oppoſe me? In 
fuch Diſcourſe Two Ghurries of the Morning had paſſed away. From the Eaſtern to the 
Weſtern Gate, within the Mahul, they ſurrounded the Fort on all Sides, and the Action was re- 
newed.

TRANSLATION of the Depoſition of Denoo Sing, Subadar.— The Deponent fon 
before Chief Juſtice Sir Elijah Impey, November 26th 1781. 


On the 16th of Rammuzaun an Order came to me from the Commander of the Battalion, that 
a Jummadar and Sepoys belonging to the Company of Deet Sing were coming to me; that I ſhould 
deliver over to him the Fort and the Gun, and the Burgomauls, and that I myſelf ſhould march 
and join Mr. Gordon at Taundeh, On the 13th the ſaid Jummadar and Sepoys joined me at 
Dummureah Gunje; and, being relieved on the ſame Day, on the 14th of the ſaid Month | 
marched toward Taundeh. The Zemindars and Villagers ſurrounded us all the Way from Dun- 
mureah Gunje to Ruddouli, and they faid, «© the Government of the Colonel is at an End ;” but 
they had not the Reſolution to attack us. They alſo faid, „The Rajah Cheit Sing has cut off the 
« Engliſh Forces at Benares ; deliver up your Baggage, it is the Order of the Begum.” In this 
Situation I replied, * The Baggage belongs to us, and we have Ammunition to defend it, if am

It was now known that the Cap- 
rain intended to march to Benares by the Road of Nuddi Kaunaon ; but that the Granadiers had 
mutinied, and obliged him to return. It: was alſo heard that Futtek Shahi, and Khenoo Raie, 
and Rajah Achate Mull, &c. had reſolved to attack the Captain, becauſe Letters had come from 
the Rajah Cheit — 2% all the Zemindars, to this Purport, © Wherever there are Dependants of the 
Engliſh, kill and drive them out.” Tt was moreover reported, that when the Captain marched to 
Kunkooa, on his Way to Benares, the Grenadiers made a Diſturbance, and demanded their Pay : 
That he gave Three Months Pay to the Sepoys, to prevail upon them to march with him to 
Benares, but that thoſe Cowards would not conſent; they ſaid, We will not go to Benares: We 


are the Servants of the Bagum and Saadut Alli Khaun ; we will deliver up our Guns and our Arms at 


the Gate of the Bagum.” — Without Remedy, the Captain was obliged, by the Diſobedience of his 
Troops, to march to Goruckpour, where we joined him ; moreover Philuſvaun Sing, the Bro- 
ther of the Rajah Suebaaun Sing, came with a Thouſand Matchlocks, and he and the Inhabitants 
of Goruckpour raiſed a Clamour, demanding that the Captain ſhould march from thence, and 
they killed the Brother of the Chowdrie of the Bullock Men, who went into the Town to buy 
Fodder. At this Time Half the Troops had croſſed the Raubti, when the foregoing Accident 
happened; the Captain marched by the Way of Baunſi. After our Arrival at Baunſi, it rained 
Six Days without Intermiſſion. The Ranni of Baunſi came to ſee the Captain, but her Son ſtood 
prepared for Hoſtilities. After Six Days, we marched from thence to Rurtaul Bukhura, from 
thence to Dummurea Gunje; marching from thence, we halted at Chundurdiep for Two Days; 
when we marched from thence the Captain went on in Front, Kurdeaul, Commandant, was in 
the Rear; a Skirmiſh enſued between him and the Country People, Two of them were taken 
Priſoners, and One was killed by a Muſket Shot. | We marched from thence to the Nallah of 
Attrouleh, Three Coſs to the Weſtward ; we marched from Attrouleh, and were oppoſed, near 
Bulrampore, by about Two thouſand Country People; but when the Bautlieg. and Gun were 
drawn up fronting them, they gave way and fled; the Road cleared, we marched, and encamped 
at the Nudde Kewabeh; we continued there one Night, and marched to Conedeh.

Subadars then told me to go to my Tent, for that theſe Matters the two Companies had already 
talked upon with the Captain. I again endeavoured to prevail upon the Sepoys and Subagats, 
them to continue, and ſet their Minds at reſt ; that I would go and ſpeak to the Captain; 

that, if he approved of it, he would take them with him, and march to the Weſtward ; that at all 
Events it would be better to obey him. At laſt I ſoothed and appeaſed them, and went to the 
Captain, and told him what had paſſed. After this, the Captain ordered me to go to Mahumud 
Shuffie Khaun the Chucklehdar, and tell him to prepare to march. I went to the Chucklehdar, 
and delivered the Meſſage ; in anſwer, the Chucklehdar, who had ſent a Perſon named Munſhan 
Raum, on his Part, to the Rajahs Achate Mull, Futteh Shaai, and Khenſo Raie, beforementioned, 
on a private Buſineſs, made the Want of Cattle for his Baggage an Excuſe ; and deſired that we 
would halt Two or Three Days longer, and that he would then collect Beaſts of Burden, and 
march. The ſaid Chucklehdar told me the next Day, and told the Captain alſo, that a Man of 
his was returned, and had brought Information, that Four Companies of Sepoys and Four Guns 
were come from the Rajah Cheit Sing, to the Aſſiſtance of the Rajas Achate Mull, Futteh Shaai, 
and Khenoo Rai; and moreover, that they would croſs the Ghograh and join them that Day. Ar 
length, Two Days after my Arrival, our whole Force marched towards Goruckpour; and, notwith- 
ſtanding the Rajas and the Country People moleſted us on all Sides on the March, and the Waters 
and Nullas were out, yet in Six Days we arrived in Safety at Goruckpour. There I heard from 
the People, that Orders from the Begum had arrived to all the Rajas of Purgunnahs, not to per- 
mit any Engliſh Gentlemen, or any of their Dependants, to paſs in Safety through their ſeparate 
Diſtricts; and that they had ſurrounded Ahlaud Sing, Subadar, who was ſtationed with a few Se- 
poys in the Fort of Goruckpour ; but that, through the good Fortune of our Maſters, the Enemy 
was repulſed and obliged to retire ; that no Engliſh Letters, or others, or Hurcarrahs, were per- 
mitted to paſs; and that, if the Country People diſcovered any Engliſn Letters or others in the 
Hands of Hurcarrahs, they ſcourged them with the greateſt Severity. In conſequence of theſe 
(Accounts) the Captain ſent for me, and ſaid, The People have raiſed great Diſturbances in the 
Country beyond this ; no Grain will arrive, therefore we muſt buy Grain here, and carry 1t with 
us.”

TRANSLATION of the Depoſition of Merun, Moonſhee to Mr. Gordon.—The Deponent 
ſworn before Chief Juſtice Sir Elijah Impey, November 16th 1781. 


1 Merun, &c. conſidering God and the Prophet of God as preſent, do ſwear upon the ſacred 
Koraun to the following Facts which I give in Writing: — That on the 7th of the Month «f 
September, Mr. Gordon, with Four Companies of Sepoys, and a Hundred Horſe of the Ruſſauleh 
of Ruzza Beg Khaun, did march from the Ghaut Jehaora for Taundeh ; and at that Time, from 
our ſetting out till our Arrival at Taundeh, Thouſands of Country People aſſembled together, 
and attempted to cut off the Troops and the Baggage; fo that there was a continued Action, 
both with Swords and Muſketry, all the Way. — As the Order of March was well regulated, and 
the Sepoys were not deficient in Firmneſs and Reſolution, many of the Enemy were killed ; and 
on this Side, not a ſingle Article of the Eropery of any one was plundered; Mr. Gordon con- 
ducting them all, together with the Whole of the Baggage, in perfect Safety to the Nulla « 
Teerah, which runs beneath Taundeh. On our Arrival there he intended to croſs the Null, 
and encamp at Taundeh ; and he gave Directions for the Troops to paſs over. When they were 
about to croſs (it appeared that) all the Boats were on the oppoſite Side of the Nullah ; and the 
People of the Taundeh Foujdar, whoſe Name is Shum Share Khaun, ſtood Guard over the Boats, 
and ſaid, © Tt is the Orders of the Foujdar, that the Boats ſhall not paſs over to that Side. — 
When Mr. Gordon heard of this, he wrote a Leter to the Foujdar, and ſent it by a Hurcarrl. 
The Contents of the Letter were: «© I am a Servant of the Noovaub, and am going to join the 
« Army by his Orders; where is the Propriety of ſhutting up the Ghaut, and refuſing to permit 
« People to yu ?” — The ſaid Hurcarrah took the Letter, and went to the Ghaut, and endeayourel 
to get over, but the Foujdar's People would not allow him to croſs. When I ſaw that they would 
not permit the Hurcarrah to paſs over, I gave Mr. Gordon's Letter to a Servant of the Foujdar's 
who had ſwam over to our Side of the Nullah to ſee one of his Friends; and I told him t 
convey it, by ſome Means or other, to the Foujdar. He put the Letter in his Turban, and 
ſwam back acroſs the Nullah, and delivered it to the Foujdar, who read the Contents, but fe. 
turned no Sort of Anſwer. At the Time when the Letter arrived, Mirza Ruzza Bey Khaun, Ruſ- 
ſaulehdar, who by Chance had arrived alone on ſome Buſineſs, and had croſſed over before this 
Affair, was fitting by Shumſhare haun, and is an Evidence that the Letter arrived. The ſaid 
Mirza declared to me, and confirmed it by Oaths, that the Letter came to the Foujdar when he 
was preſent ; and that, although he endeavoured to perſuade him, it was to no Purpoſe, At lt 
he ſent for Three Guns, and ſome Tomeens of Matchlock Men, who were ſtationed at Taunde)

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; — — to permit a ſingle Perſon to croſs. In conſequence. thereof the Foujdar's 
People ſtood at the Ghaut, and uſed inſulting Language; a ſaid, that if any one attempted to 
crofs the River; they would fire upon him. When Mr. Gordon ſaw this, that no Anſwer to his 
Letter had come from the Foujdar, and that his People were inclined to Hoſtilities, he directed 
me to go and explain Things to Shumſhare Khaun, and perſuade him to deſiſt from ſuch impro- 

er Conduct. According to the Orders I had received. went to the Ghaut, and demanded a 
Boat, and ſaid that I was ſent by Mr. Gordon to the Foujdar on Buſineſs, and deſired that they 


over, Without Remedy, I. returned to Mr. Gordon, and informed him of the Behaviour of the 
People at the Ghaut. He ſaid, If they will not give you a Boat, it is no Matter; mount an Ele- 
phant, and ſwim him over.“ I obeyed, and mounted an Elephant, and went and endeavoured to 
J puſh the Elephant into the Nulla. The Foujdar's People at once levelled their. Pieces at me, 
= ind ſaid, « Beware—if you drive the Elephant into the Nulla, we will fire updn you, and kill you 
per Force.” —I returned'to Mr. Gordon: It was now almoſt Sunſet. When the Country People 
ſaw this Affair, that the Foujdar of Taundeh was our Enemy alſo ; that he had ſhut up the Ghaut, 
and would not permit us to paſs, they charged us on all Sides. Our Sepoys ſeeing Thouſands 
of the Country People afſembled on one Side, the Ghaut ſhut up, and Shumſhare Kaun diſpoſed 
to Hoſtilities on the other; and being alſo much exhauſted by the Skirmiſhing and Labour on 
the March, gave up their Reſolution and Firmneſs at once ; and throwing aſide their Arms and 
their Coats, diſpoſed themſelves to Flight; and notwithſtanding Mr. Gordon uſed every Means 
of Perſuaſion, both to the Sepoys and their Officers, no one either heard or obeyed him, until

Kaubi Perſhaud,- a Bengali of Mr. Scott's, who was ſtationed at the Kotie, by a Thouſand In- 
treaties and Supplications, obtained an Order to fend One Boat from the Foujdar, and ſent it

| Mr. Gordon was left with only Ten Men and the Baggage; all the reſt were fled. At this Time

there alone was to no Purpoſe, and therefore was. obliged to croſs over. All his Baggage, and 
the Baggage of his Servants and Followers, was plundered; that which they carried over with 
them when they croſſed, and delivered into the Hands of the Foujdar's People, who. promiſed to 
protect it, was afterwards taken by them, and never returned. Some Days after, ſome Firelocks 
were produced from the Houſe of the Foujdar; and many of the People's Effects were ſeen 
there; but the Foujdar's Men did not deliver them up. In ſhort, this is the Subſtance of the 
Affair which happened at Taundeh ; and I have wrote this Account upon Oath, that whoever 
reads it may know it to be true, Written with my own Hand.

1 Gudjrauje Sing, the ancient Kellaadar of Raumnuggur from the Time of the deceaſed Rajah 
Bulwund Sing, do declare and give in Writing without Reſerve, (conſidering God to be preſent 
and a Witneſs) all that I have done, ſeen, or heard, to the following Effect : 463i . 

On the Day that the Engagement happened between the Forces which came from Chunar and 
mae Troops of Rajah Cheit Sing, I was in Readineſs in the Fort of Raumnuggur, with the Bur- 
kundauzes with their Matches lighted. When the Chunar Army had been defeated, a Budgerow 
from the Weſtward came near the Gaut of Bukſhi Suddanund. Having obſerved it from the 
Port, I went out by the Wicket Gate, which is to the Southward, with Seven or Eight Burkun- 
dauzes; the Powers, and other People belonging to the Budgerow, on ſeeing this, leaped into 
the Water, and the Gentleman was killed by the Stroke of a Sword from the Men who accom- 
panied me. About this Time I received Intelligence that the Rajah's Cavalry, who oppoſed the 
Chunar Army, had fled; upon this I was greafly confuſed, and was deſirous of carrying the 
Budgerow under the Fort, but the People of Bukkſhi Suddanund took Poſſeſſion of the Budgerow, 
and declared that they would keep it, as it had come to their Ghaut. Two Burkundauzes 
brought from the Budgerow Two Muſkets and ſome Cloths, and of my People took One Muſ- 
ket, whilſt the Burkundauzes took more Cloth and Arms. From thence I went to my Charge 
in the Fort. 

My further Depoſition is as follows: —On the Night of the ſame Day that the Army from 
Chunar was defeated, about Two Ghurries of the Night remaining, Bauboo Soojaun Sing ar- 
rived from Lutteefghur, at Raumnuggur. I heard from ſeveral Perſons, that the ſaid Bauboo 
had given Orders to his Troops and Chiefs, to make a Night Attack on the Governor General, 
and the other Gentlemen who; were in Mhadoodaus's Garden. Accordingly, he employed his 
Troops in bringing Bamboo Ladders, and loading them on Boats, and every one was preparing 
for the Attack,

acknowledged by the Jemmadar himſelf. He ſaid, that when he left Pateeta, there was about Six 
thouſand Men getting ready to march towards Chunar, and that he underſtood that a very large 
Body was to follow from Lettefpore. The Deponent further ſaith, That, upon reflecting upon 
the various Intelligence he had received through the Day, he thought it neceſſary to acquaint 
Captain Sparks and Captain Blair of his Apprehenſions of an Attack being made that Night ; tha 
he the Deponent ſaw Out-poſts placed, and gave every neceſſary Inſtruction to prevent a Surprize, 
and to oppoſe the Enemy with Vigour, as he was conſcious that every Thing depended upon keep- 
ing the Field. The Deponent after this, when the Troops were turned out at Roll-calling, direc 
ed Captains Blair and Sparks to thank their Men in the Name of the Governor General for their 
late gallant Behaviour at Ramnagur, lamenting at the ſame Time the great Loſs that they had 
ſuſtained by being imprudently led into a Place where they could not act, but that he the Depo- 
nent was confident they could in the fair Field beat any Force that the Rajah could bring again 
them; that the Men expreſſed a perfect Confidence and Readineſs to oppoſe the Enemy if attacked, 
and the Chaſſeurs expreſſed the greateſt Eagerneſs to embrace the firſt Opportunity of revenging 
the Death of their Companions and Commandant ; and they remained upon their Arms all Night 
with the utmoſt Chearfulneſs.

ATA 1781, and joining the Nabob Vizier at about Ten Coſs diſtant, pro-

Retreat of the Governor General and his Party to Chunar Ghur; and the ſame Accounts, as 
well as many others, ſet forth, that the Rajah Cheyt Sing had iſſued his moſt poſitive Orders to all 
WW the Zemindars and Officers of his Government, to put every European to Death that they could 
= lay-hold of; to ſeize and ſeverely puniſh any Natives who ſhould be found in the Service of or 
connected with the Engliſh; and in general, to uſe every Means in their Power to promote an 
Inſurrection throughout the Country; for which they ſhould be liberally rewarded : That he had 
alſo written Purwannahs, or Letters, to many of the Zemindars of the Vizier's Country, encou- 
raging them to raiſe Diſturbances in their reſpective Diſtricts, and to aſſiſt him with Troops ; 
for which he promiſed them large Sums of Money: That this Report was made to him re- 
peatedly, through various Channels, and implicitly credited not only by himſelf, but he firmly

| membrance and Belief, the following Circumſtances reſpecting the State of the Country he yy 
ſtationed in, and the Reports that prevailed there during the Months of September and Ooh 
| 1781 :— That, in Obedience to Orders he received from his Excellency the Nabob Vizier for that 
Purpoſe, on the 28th of Auguſt 1781, he iſſued Orders for forming a Detachment, conſiſting of 
One thouſand Sepoys, Four Guns, and Five thouſand Horſe, from the Troops under his Com. 
mand, to aſſemble at Akbarpore, on the Road leading to Juanpore : That Eight Companies of 
Sepoys, Two Guns, and about One hundred Horſe of the ſaid Detachment, were ordered to croſt 
the Grogra at the Chawra Gaut, and proceed to Akbarpore : That Two Companies of Sepoyz, 
Two Guns, and the Remainder of the Horſe, were ordered to croſs at Fayzabad, and encamp on 
the Rumna until the Arrival of the Deponent, who was from thence to march them to Akbar 
pore, the appointed Rendezvous of the Detachment : That the Deponent arrived at Fyzabad on 
the Evening of the 7th of September, with the Intention of purſuing his March to Akbarpore 
the next Morning; but was Trained, from the Horſemen having been ſeduced into the Town, 

where they were tampered with by the Servants and Agents of the Begums to decline proceeding 

further with him : That the Subedars of the Two Companies of Sepoys repreſented to him, that 


5 Guards were placed, ſaid by the Authority of the Begums, to prevent the Sepoys, or any one con- 
nected with the Engliſh, from entering the Town; and upon Enquiry, it appeared that ſuch 
Repreſentation was true: That the Deponent learnt from various, and what he deemed Informi-

On the 
the Evening of the ſame Day certain Accounts were brought him, 8 n 
and Nullahs were deſtroyed, and the whole Country to the Gograh up in Arms; and having 
alſo received Intelligence that Futty Saw Ghenawroy and Adjilmal, with their Banditti, were * 
camped on the Road to Burragong, it determined him to return immediately to Gungowah, 
and proceed by the Way of Burragong and Chuprah to Buxar, to join Major Crawford's Regi- 
ment with the Two Companies and Two Guns; by taking which Route, he would have had an 
Opportunity of driving off that Party, which would have freed the Country from the principa 
Rebel. On the Ninth he returned to Gungowah; and; as the Commotions in the Country 
ſeemed evidently to increaſe, ſince the detached Parties who were directed to repair to Gungowah 
had been ſeverally attacked on their Way, as they came in, he ſent Orders to Hurdial Sing, Com- 
mandant ſtationed at Itchmul, to repair with all Expedition to Gungowah with the Two Com- 
panies and Gun belonging to the Fouzdary of that Place, and in the Evening informed the 
Aumil Mahomed Suffee Khan of his Intentions of proceeding by Chupra 'to Benares, and gave 
him Advice reſpecting the Defence of the Country during his Abſence. (The Detachment was 
ordered to march on the Tenth. About One o'Clock in the Morning the JemMedar attached to the 
Guns came and informed him that the Companies had mutinied, and would not march without 
having their Arrears paid them. In the Morning he went to the Parade, and ordered the Men 
to fall in; they paraded with Reluctance and Difficulty, particularly the Left Hand Company, 
commanded by Khan Mahomed Subedar. When they were got under Arms, he acquainted them 


any of them that were Breed for Subſiſtence, he' would advance them as much of his own 
Money as they required, / as ſoon as they came to their Ground that Day; but that it was indiſ- 
penſably neceſſary that they ſhould march with all Expedition to attack a Party of Futtyſoy, &c.'s 
Troops, which had taken Poſſeſſion in the Gaut in the Jerry Jungle, before they ſhould have 
Time to fortify themſelves. They were ſilent ; he directed them to march off. When they had 
gone about One hundred Yards from the Parade, one of the Men ſtepped out of his File, and 
demanded all the Arrears due to him; he immediately ſeized the Bayonet of the Mutineer, 
with an Intention of putting him to Death; when Six or Seven more turned out, fixed thei 
Bayonets, and made the ſame Demand; the Black Officers remained ſilent and inactive; he or 
dered his Commandant to march on, and ordered the Mutineers to take off their Coats, as the 
were not worthy of being Soldiers, and that his Munſhee would pay them their Arrears tha 
Inſtant; many more joined them in. a few Minutes, leaded their Pieces, laid hold of the Moun 
ſhee, and were going to put him to Death. When he found that to be the Caſe, and that al 
moſt the whole Two Companies were engaged in the Mutiny, he ordered the Party to return, 
it was in vain to proceed. A ſhort Time after the whole Party ſurrounded him, ſome with loaded 
Arms and fixed Bayonets, having alſo loaded the Guns with Grape, and with one Voice de- 
manded their Arrears might be paid off. He remonſtrated, that it was impoſſible for him to com- 


ply with their Demands, but that all the Money he had, or could get, ſhould be diſtributed, 
amongſt them, if they would obey his Orders. For about Three Hours they behaved in the moſt 
licentious Manner, and were proceeding to break open the Treaſure Cheſt ; at laſt, however, 
he. prevailed upon them to receive Three Months Pay.

HAN NG appointed you to the Command of a Detachment ordered to be formed of Four Bats; 

lions of Sepoys, Three of which are to be furniſhed from the Army ſtationed at Cawnpore, and 

the Fourth the Battalion of Light Infantry commanded by Captain James Browne, we dire you to 

proceed to Cawnpore, or to the Station of that Detachment, wherever it may be, and to condutt 

it without Loſs of Time into the Dominions of the Rana of Gohed, there to relieve the Corps no 
under the Command of Captain Popham in that Quarter. 

The Ranna of Gohed having in virtue of a Treaty lately concluded between him and this Govers 
ment, required the Aid of a Military Force on the Part of this Government, for the Defence of li 
Country againſt the Marattas who had invaded it, Captain Popham was appointed to this Service, 
and to this you now ſucceed : We therefore direct that you comply with ſuch Requiſitions as ſhall be 
made to you by the Ranna for this, and for ſuch other Conditions as he is entitled to demand by the 
Treaty, and ſhall be practicable with the Force under your Command. 

Whenever the Ranna ſhall have no further Service for the Detachment, and ſhall diſmiſs it in the 
Manner preſcribed by the Treaty, and no Occaſion ſhall preſent itſelf for the Employment of the 
Detachment in promoting the general Succeſs of the War in which we are engaged with the Marat 
State, you are forthwith to return with it into the Dominions of the Nabob of Oude, and there vit 
for further Orders. And if, before your March into Gohed, you ſhall receive an Intimation fron 
him in Writing, that he ſhall not require the Aſſiſtance of your Detachment, you will in like Ma.

To a liberal and candid Tribunal, ſuch was the natural, and certainly the wiſeſt Appeal. The

In, theſe diſtant Dominions the ruling Servants of the State attend more to thoſe Rules and 
Forms which protect from Reſponſibility, than to an ardent Purſuit of the public Intereſt ; under 
every private Riſque, the Hands of Adminiſtration may ſecure themſelves againſt Condemnatiny, 
even though the Country ſhould be loſt through their Miſmanagement. : 

It was not by avoiding perſonal Reſponſibility that the Servants of the Public eſtabliſhed the 
Britiſn Influence in Aſia; nor is it by ſuch cold Precautions that our Power is to be maintained, 
eſpecially at an Hour of general Hoſtility againſt us. The Board are led into theſe Obſeryation, 
from an ingenuous Conſideration of the Difficulties in which the Governor General found himſelf 
involved at Benares, and a Conviction of the Motives under which he acted. The firſt were fur 
mounted with Ability and Fortitude : The latter they moſt ſincerely believe do him real Honour,
